The AIvo'h boats were sent 
ashore and upwards of 2fi0 refugees 
were fed and cared for on board the 
steamer. iiie»uun;iinra Ol ^tugm^m 
have issued an order that shingle roof 
buildings shall no longer he erected. 
As to the origin of the conflagration it 
seems that a number of boys wore 
smoking in a lumber yard, when one 
of them, frightened by the approach of 
his father, threw his cigar into ft pile 
of shavings and chips and with his 
companions fled. The fire communi- 
cated to the lumber piles and in an in- 
stant was beyond control and burning 
fiercely. A startling rumor prevails 
that several days before the tire the 
residents were told that the city was 
to be destroyed by lire and the only 
safety lay in flight Several persons 
perished in the flames. An old native 
gentleman was in his bath when the 
fire communicated to his dwelling.

Tho government organ is in a deplor- 
able condition, if we aro to judge by the 
wretched articles which from day to day 
appear in its columns dealing with tho 
provisional ministry ami with tho largo 
majority of the members of the legisla- 
ture opposed to it. W'o took occasion 
recently to refer to tho inferior material 
of which Mr. Heaven's ministry is com- 
posed and pointed out that tho electors 
Lad condemned it at tho polls as unfit to 
guide the political destinies of the prov- 
ince. As proof of this we showed that 
most of tho government candidates who 
ran for re-election were defeated. Wo 
alluded to the fact that Mr. Beavcn had 
endeavored to give character to his min- 
istry by offering portfolios to Messrs. 
Drake and Davie, and that those gontlo- 
nien had declined to have anything to do 
with him. Considering that such a bur- 
lesque of a government na that of Messrs. 
Beaven, Armstrong and Hett stood solf- 
condemnod, wo were at a loss to under- 
stand how any newspaper could presume 
on the intelligence of the community to 
defend it, except on the purely selfish 
ground of making a largo income out of 
it. The" Standard replies to. our strictures 
in a manner fortunately peculiar to itself. 
It has no facts and no arguments to oiler, 
and SO it falls back upon insulting epi- 
thets. "The members of Jier Majesty's 
loyal opposition " are " like a pack of 
wolves." A few days ago the signers of 
tho round-robin were branded as 11 rob- 
bers." Such in tempera to and offensive 
language recoils upon the heads of those 
who use it. Tho electors who, in tho ex- 
ercise of their undoubted rights and pri- 
vileges selected the so-called " wolves 
and rubbers" as the candidates most 
worthy of their confidence, will not sanc- 
tion blackguard accusations hurled at 
their members, who so far have not had 
tho opportunity of entering upon the du- 
ties .with, v> Uicli they staud entrusted. 
All that the members have done is to .ex- 
press thoir opinion that tho legislature 
should be called together "at once." The 
Standard considers they have no right to 
do this; that everything should be left to 
Mr. Beaven, who, we showed from the 
journals of the last house, was until, to be 
trusted, [is be had deliberately ignored 
for two sessions the resolution fixing the 
time the legislature should moot. The 
Standard states that it does not receivo 
tho whole of the sum of SoOUO per annum 
from the government. That part of it is 
paid to papers '' of the mainland and one 
of our contemporaries in this city." The 
Standard knows that it eats the cake and 
the papers referred to only obtain a few 
crumbs which, small as they are, the 
Standard evidently begrudges them. 
From Messrs. Walkem and Beaven, ^ut 
of the tax-payers' pockets, the Standard 
has received tons of thousands of dollars, 
and if the province has received value for 
this enormous sum, wo would like to 
learn in what form. Wo hope for 
an explanation from our contemporary. 
"What value to the country aro such trans- 
parent fallacies as tho following; "Under 
the Walkem administration and its im- 
mediate successors tho fact is prominent 
that railway construction has progressed" 
and "that work on tho Esquimalt graving 
dock has rapidly advanced." It is wel 1 
known that tho two great works which 
the Walkotn administration claimed to bo 
ablo to got completed were the Esquimalt 
and Nauaiuio railway and tho Esquimalt 
graving dock. So far as concerns tho E. 
and N. railway it is a part of provincial 
history that the first Walkoin adminis- 
tration declined nearly ten years ago an 
oiler for tho immediate construction of 
that railway at that time. The second 
Walketn administration, not having ad- 
vanced that work during their term of 
olfico, deliberately gave a charter last 
session to a bogus company for that rail- 
way and neglected the proposals of some 
of tho largest capitalists on the Pacific 
. coast, at the same timo cancelling the 
railway reserve and jeopardizing, in the 
opinion of the governor general and tho 
minister of railways, the hold of the pro- 
vince on the Dominion . Tin; action of 
Mr. Beaven was publicly condemned by 
Mr. DeCoamoa as a grave mistake, but 
we now find Mr. DeOosm.'M, fur the sake

provincial government fur what it has 
done on railway matters! Consistency is 
a jewel evidently not possessed by the 
honorable Amor, As to the dock the 
the blunders and deceptions practised by 
tho government of which Mr. Beaven 
was a member are too well known to need 
repetition here. It in enough to say that 
the 'first Walkem administration com- 
menced the dock which the engineers, 
Messrs. Kinipple&Morris intended should 
be cpingletf) >>/ !lnf rp.nrs. That rincc 
that time Messrs. Walkem and Bea- 
ven have been in office over eight years 
and that to-day tho excavation of the 
dock site where the dock is to bo built is 
not yet half completed. The Standard's 
ideas of rapidity of construction are so 
different to (hose of other people as to be 
positively unintelligible to them. The 
first estimate of cost of the dock made by 
the government was §500,000. Their 
last estimate was over §800,000 and owing 
to the almost incredible mismanagement 
in every branch of the work it is doubt- 
ful now whether tho dock will bo com- 
pleted for less than one million dollars 
unless a change of government should 
soon take place. A government whose 
only claim to public confidence is their 
railway and dock policy has certuinly 
failed to prove its right to live beyond 
tho first day of the session. 

DESTEU0TIQN OF ENGLISH MAILS 
By t,ho Burning of a Postal Oar. 

Washington, Dec. 21.— A telegram has 
been received by the superintendent of 
the railway mail service saying the stor- 
age car on train No. lit, New York and 
Chicago railway p i.it. Ilico, with contents, 
burned about 2 o'clock this morning six 
miles west of Schenectady. The post- 
odice authorities announce that as near as 
can bo ascertained tho mail consumed in 
the postal-car consisted of matter receiv- 
ed at, the general postolfico between a. 
m, and 7:30 p.m. of tho L?0lh inst., for 
following cities and .states: Three pouches 
of foreign letters for San Francisco; two 
pouches of foreign letters for Chicago; 
and with the exception of about five sacks 
saved, and the following paper mail: San § 
Francisco, 18 sacks; Oregon, 11; Wash- jj 
ington Territory, 12. All of tho trans- 
Pacific foreign mail mailed during the 21 
hours preceding 7:30 p.m. of the 20th in- 
stant, is included in tho mail destroyed. 
In : addition to the above it is believed 
that at least a large portion of tho foroign 
paper mail fur the same section received 
yesterday, per steamers Bolivia, City of 
Chester and St. Laurent, is destroyed.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of 
(lio City of Victoria as follows: — 

N'fliv.p. r Df of She J\vl9W fiir Pmhi\}U- 
i lit/ tlif oreotion of Wooden Buildings, 
1870, in horeby ropoaled, and in lieu 
thuroof tlie following clause slmll bo in- 
sorted in tho said Bylaw and road as 
clause one thereof: 

That such part of the City as isbonnd- 
ed nil the North by the centre of the 
blocks on the North side of Cormorant 
street, and on the West by thu water 
frontage; on the South by tho centre of 
Brnuglitun street; and on the East by the 
centre of Douglas street, be and is hereby 
declared to be within tho Fire Limits of 
tho City of Victoria. 

This Bylaw may be cited as " The By- 
law for Prohibiting the Erection of Wood- 
en Buildings, 1879," " Amendment By- 
law, 1882."

His son now 
publishes all these notes and the public 
is told how The queen expressed her

Vanity Fair en 
tors into mote elaborate denials, des- 
cribing the quarrel at length, and in- 
troducing Mr. Gebh.ardt to the notice 
of the British public in anything but a 
complimentary manner. The papers, 
as a rule, it may be said, treat Mrs. 
Langtry very charitably, and her 
many warm friends in London have 
taken up the cudgels vigorously for 
lior in private circles, so that there will 
be windows broken before all is over. 

Sir Hugh Allan and Mr. Waddington. 

The Montreal cot respondent of tho 
Toronto Mull refers as follows to the 
friendly manner in which Sir Hugh Allan 
regarded Mr. Waddiugton's scheme for 
an overland railway through British ter- 
ritory: " It is a fact also to Sir Hugh's 
credit that ho was tho only Canadian who 
lent a willing ear to tho representations 
of Mr. Waddington, who was the first 
British Columbia delegate who came on 
here for the purpose of getting the gov- 
ernment of that day to build an interco- 
lonial road to the Pacific. All other in- 
fluential Canadians turned their backs 
upon the proposed enterprise and refused 
to extend it any support. My informant 
further stated that no was present in Ot- 
tawa when Mr. Waddington, Sir Hugh 
Allan, nnd a Toronto magnate, whoso 
name he had forgotten for the moment, 
waited upon the government with Mr. 
James Beaty, M.P. , as their counsel, and 
solicited support for the great undertak- 
ing. Tho government at once objected 
to the Americans having anything lo do 
with the railway, when Sir Hugh con- 
sented to draw his support from England. 
My informant fc-lt assured Sir Hugh's mo- 
tive in acting as he did throughout this 
affair was to sen the country developed as 
it is now being done by tho promotion of 
the railway. Had ho got tho charter, tho 
lino would no doubt, ho thinks, have been 
completed and in operation years ago."

Uniontown, Fa., Dec. 24. — The town 
is in tho most inten3u excitement over 
the report that.Capt. A. 0. Nutt, cashier 
of tho Pennsylvania atato treasury, has 
been shot in hia room in Jennings' hotel 
and killed by N. L. Dukea, a well known 
member of the Fayette county bar, and 
a member-elect of the atato legislature. 
The betel ia surrounded by citizens. 
Capt. Nutt had justroturncd from Harris- 
burg to spend the holidays with his fami- 
ly, and bad left homo with his nephew, 
Breckonridge, stating that he had some 
business at the hotol with Dukes. On 
thu way there he said he had received 
some infamous letters from Dukea and 
wanted an understanding. Tho two men 
went to the hotel and Nutt started up to 
Dukci' room, Breckonridge followed, 
but stopped on the stairs to speak to tho 
hotel proprietor's son. While speaking 
scuffling was heard in tho room and both 
ran up to separate tho combatants, who 
wore found on tho lloor clinching in a 
terrible strogg-e. Tlioy wero separated 
but Dukes drew a rovolvor and said, 
"You came in here to whip me and so I 
shoot," at the aamo ttnio firing, 'fhe ball 
took etl'oet just below Nutt's left eye, 
penetrating the brain and killing him in- 
stantly. Dukes then quietly walked 
down stairs, whore ho was arrestod. 
What was in the letters or tho motive 
which led to the murder isstill a mystery. 
All parties aro of the highest respectabil- 
ity and proininonce. 

Chicago, Dec. 24.— A spocial from 
Brookings, Dakota, says that during tho 
absence of Mr. Bakor, of Estallane, from 
hia home, hia wife left their thrco child- 
ren, ttged six months, three years and 
five years, respectively, in tho house 
while she did some work at the barn. It 
is thought the children were playing with 
coals, and set fire to their clothes, aa be- 
fore Mrs. Baker returned two of the little 
ones, were charred corpses, and in res- 
cuing the baby, which afterwards died in 
her arms, the mother received burns 
which places her lifo in danger. 

THE HOWSE~PASS. 

MAJOR R0DGERS' REPORT. 



Qz,nalnl Paotiliwo akA TVi£R « . 

Undertaking. 



Mootkeal, Dec. 11. — Major Rodgera, 
of tho Canada Pacific, says that he boa 
been surveying in the Rocky Mountains 
and part of the Selkirks. No change has 
been made in the location recommended 
last year. Tho directness of tho route, 
its shortness, and the fact that tho olti- 
tudo of the Pass is more than 1,000 feet 
lower than any other from tho Kanan- 
askis to tho llowse Puss aro its recom- 
mendations. On leaving the Rockies the 
route follows the valley of the Columbia 
for thirty miles, and then turns souther- 
ly along the Beaver for sixteen miles, 
thence westerly and south-westerly for 
six or seven miles to the east branch of 
thu Ulocille-v ot, and following that 
river and tho Eagle . River to Shuswap 
Lake. The pass discovered in the 
SelHrks i« not . more than 4,500 feet 
above tho sea, 1,000 feet lower than 
the Rockies. If crossed at this elevation 
no tunelling will be necessary; if crossed 
at an altituho of 4,200 feet a 24 mile 
tunnel will be necessary. Snow _alides 
will be avoided by creating Bheds that 
will enable the snow to pass over and 
acrosa the track at dilfercnt points, Tho 
cost of the. work from tho summit of the 
Rockies to the east end of tho Shuswap 
Lakes, nearly H>0&miles, will lie very 
heavy, except about 20 miles in the 
Rockies and 20 in the Selkirks. It is 
the shortest route across the continent. 
The distance across the head of the 
Columbia through the Selkirks in 058 
miles, and through tho gold range from 
the west crossing of tho Columbia to the 
east end of Shuswap Lake ia about 45 
miles. Tho road through this placo cau 
ho completed iu three years, aa supplies 
can bo delivered by steamer all along the 
Thompson River nnd Shuswap Lakes, 
and also by boat on tho Wester n Colum- 
bia, which is navigable from Fort Col- 
ville, Washington Territory, to the 
Pacific crossing- There are two parties 
working east from tho summit to Fort 
Calgarry, and the location from the sum- 
mit to Fort Callgarry will be completed 
early in January. Major Rodgera said 
he never was interviewed in Winnipeg, 
and denies tho story of a park three milea 

by two at tho summit of the Rockies.
